Your committee would recommend:

to expansion and contraction by heat 
and cold—cost $500. 


2. That the zinc gutters in tne val- 


leys be replaced by copper and the 
necessary slating done In connection— 
cost about $300'.

The figures show that Anna Gould's 


debts in 1901 were $6,000,000; paid

ly expenditures now, $200,000; sur- 
plus, $275,329.38. 


At this rate almost eight years will

Proposition That Postal Rate on Them 


Be Increased Is- Practically Dead- 
Eight Hundred Letters Received In 


One Day's Mall by Committee Hav- 


ing the Matter In Charge Considered 


to Be of Some Importance 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Congress has 


awakened to a realization that in tho 
second-class mail problem it has on 
hand a political issue of the largest 
dimensions.

the postal rate on magazines be in- 
creased, the proposition is a dead .one. 


The hint of Senator Doliver, at the

among their readers, the sentiments 
revealed are too sincerely and force- 
fully uttered to warrant the commit- 
tee in Ignoring their importance.

to regard the second-cla^s problem 
purely as a businesD proposition, a;

and increase the rate from 1 cent a 
pound to perhaps 5, but the roar ol 
popular resentment over the sugges- 
tion has caused a hesitation which 
probably is decisive. 


The postal deficit of $64,000,000
